Surviving Troops Surren­ 
der as Resistance 
In City Ends 


(By A ss o c ia te d Frees) 
LONDON. O d . 21.-— Eight hun* 
died German troops, the last de­ 
fenders cl wasted Aachen, su rren ­ 
dered unconditionally at noon to­ 
day and ah resistance ended inside 
and in the suburbs of the first big 
German city to fall to American 
arms. 
Two thousand prisoners already 
had been taken by First army men 
who captured the medieval city 40 
miles irom Cologne. 
Despite Hitler s orders to resist to 
the death, the 800 enemy troops 
surrendered when Lt.-Gen. C ourt­ 
ney Hodges' dou hboys pressed them 
into hopeless traps a t tho fringe 
after taking the center of the city.

W ASH INGTON.Oct. 21 
The gov­ 
ernment on Oct. 2 made it easier 
for people to cash in their War Sav­ 
ings bonds Since then they have 
cashed in more than in any com­ 
parable period since the war started 
But the purpose of the-new-easier- 
to-cash system was to discourage 
cashing in of bonds. It was intend­ 
ed merely as a convince to save 
time and led tape for people who 
needed to cash bonds 
The government wants people to 
hold their bonds and not cash them 
In 
Yet, in the first 18 days of Oct­ 
ober they redeemed $229,088,879 in 
bonds while buying only $293,857,581 
But the Treasury department says 
redemptions now have begun to level 
off. 
These are some of the reasons 
given by the Treasury for tile rush 
to turn bonds into cast: 
There have been rumors that the 
government intended to freeze war 
bonds and refuse to cash them This 
is untrue as the new easier-to- cash 
system shows.
